Setback 
For Dulles 
Rail Line 

Next Metro Board ehairman 
voiees opposition to projeet 

WASHINGTON | Metro’s proposed rail exten- 
sion to Dulles International Airport and 
Loudoun County, Va., hit another road- 
block on Thursday. 

The next chairman of the Metro Board, 
Robert J. Smith, said he opposes extending 
the rail to Loudoun County unless there is a 
change in the portion Maryland would pay 
for operating the line. Smith, who represents 
Montgomery County, Md., recommended 
instead that Virginia operate bus rapid transit 
from Tysons Corner to Loudoun County. 

Dulles project officials estimate that rail 
service to Reston, in Fairfax County, would 
attract an average of 56,600 weekday riders in 
the proposed opening year of 2009. The sec- 
ond phase to Loudoun County would attract 
78,100 riders when stations open in 2015. 

Last week, the Herndon Town Council 
rejected plans to help fund the 23 -mile 
extension, candace smith (ap)

Flu Outbreak Prompts 
Call 


The number of states hit hard by 
the flu has nearly doubled to 24 
in the past week, the government 
said Thursday as it rushed to ship 
100,000 doses of the vaccine to head 
off what could become one of the 
worst flu seasons in years. 

The outbreak has taken an enor- 
mous toll nationwide: At least 23 
children have died. Experts pre- 
dict this year’s death toll could sur- 
pass the annual average of 36,000 
flu deaths. 

Health officials are unsure why 
the outbreak has hit so early and why 


it seems to be so lethal in children. 

The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention said the flu has hit 
all 50 states at least sporadically, 
and the season has not yet peaked. 

Health and Human Services 
Secretary Tommy Thompson said 
the government had arranged for 
added doses of adult vaccine to be 
shipped immediately and distribut- 
ed based on each state’s population.

Bush Backs Contracts Policy 


Says the countries that 
helped in Iraq should 
get rebuilding projects 

WASHINGTON | President Bush, 
under fire from allies, said Thursday 
that countries that sent troops to 
Iraq should be entitled to share 
in the $18 billion in American- 
financed reconstruction projects 
while other nations are shut out. 

Bush’s policy effectively excludes 
countries such as Russia, France, 
Germany and Canada. 

The president, speaking at a 
Cabinet meeting, said he still hoped 
that Russia, France, Germany 
and others would agree to forgive 
Iraq’s crushing debt burden. But 
he appeared to make a sharp dis- 
tinction between countries that sent 
troops to Iraq and those that didn’t. 

“It’s very simple. Our peo- 
ple risked their lives, friendly

coalition folks risked their lives 
and therefore the contracting 
is going to reflect that,” he said. 

Sen. John Kerry, campaigning

next year’s presidential election, 
said: “I think limiting contracts 
... is an enormous mistake. I 
think it borders on the stupid.”

Redistricting Trial Begins 

A new Republican- drawn congres- 
sional map tramples on the rights of 
Hispanics and blacks in Texas and 
should be declared illegal, opponents 
of the plan argued as a federal trial 
opened Thursday. Attorneys for the 
state disputed the allegations from 
Democrats and minority groups and 
said the new redistricting plan actu- 
ally increases minority clout. A 
three -judge federal panel is hear- 
ing the case. Whatever the court 
rules, an appeal is expected to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, (ap)

Clark to Testify at Former 
Yugoslav President’s Trial 

Retired Gen. Wesley Clark is 
breaking from his presidential 
campaign on Saturday to travel to 
the Netherlands to testify in closed 
session at the U.N. war crimes trial 
of former Yugoslav 
President Slobodan 
Milosevic. The 
Democratic candi- 
date led the 1999 
bombing campaign 
to drive Milosevic 
out of Kosovo as 
supreme commander of NATO. 
Milosevic faces 66 charges of war 
crimes committed in Croatia, Bosnia 
and Kosovo duringthe breakup ofthe 
former Yugoslavia in the 1990s. (ap)

Missile Defense System 
Hits Target During Test

Six Cubans accused of hijacking a 
passenger plane to Florida were con- 
victed Thursday after failing to con- 
vince ajuryitwas actually a “freedom 
flight” undertaken with the crew’s 
cooperation.

Reporter in 
Iraq Injured 
By Grenade 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A Time magazine 
reporter suffered severe shrapnel 
wounds and lost his hand when 
he tried to throw away a grenade 
tossed into a Humvee he was riding 
in, colleagues said Thursday.

9/11 Suspect Goes 
Free in Germany 


Evidence could also 
lead to release of only 
man convicted in plot 

HAMBURG, GERMANY I In a ruling 
that could lead to the release of the 
only Sept. 11 plotter convicted so 
far, Hamburg’s high state court on 
Thursday freed a suspect charged 
with supportingthe Hamburgterror 
cell because of evidence suggesting 
he had no knowledge of its plot. 

The release came after Ger- 
many’s Federal Criminal Office 
submitted a letter to the court 
stating that an informant last 
month said only the three sui- 
cide hijackers in Hamburg and 
their alleged al Qaeda liaison 
knew about the plot. 

That evidence undermines the 


case against Abdelghani Mzoudi, 
31, who has been in custody since 
October 2002. It could also 
lead to the release of his friend, 
Mounir el Motassadeq, a fellow 
Moroccan who is the only Sept. 11 
plotter convicted anywhere so far. 

Prosecutors say 
both men helped 
the Hamburg cell 
with logistics. 

Prosecutors im- 
mediately appealed 
Mzoudi to the Federal Court 
of Justice, but a deci- 
sion was not expected for days.

Feds Warn of Counterfeit Hazards 


WASHINGTON I Federal officials 
warned Thursday about counter- 
feit goods such as extension cords 
and Christmas lights that could pose 
a hazard during the holidays. 

“Counterfeit products do not 
meet any standards of safety,” 
said Michael Garcia, assistant sec- 


retary of Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement. “Batteries are known 
to drip acid, power cords and wires 
are known to burst into flames.” 

During testing, power strips and 
extension cords seized in a recent 
bust by federal agents in Houston 
melted, shot off sparks and erupted 


into flames within minutes. 

Hal Stratton, chairman of 
the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, said electrical cords 
and plugs were involved in 6,700 fires 
in 1998 — the most recent year for 
which figures were available. Those 
fires resulted in 80 deaths, (ap)

FILM I It’s become tougher than 
ever to make people laugh with- 
out goring somebody’s bull. Even 
the crown princes of incorrect wag- 
gery Bobby and Peter Farrelly seem 
on the defensive. 

So it’s nice to report that while 
much of the unlikely charm of the 
Farrellys’ newest comedy “Stuck 
on You,” comes from its conceptu- 
al purity much of the film’s humor 
comes from its blissful impurity. 

Matt Damon and Greg Kinnear 
star as the conjoined Bob and Walt. 
Reluctant to risk an operation, the 
brothers have resigned themselves 
to living as each other’s shadow, a 
restriction they have surmounted 
with the coordinated grace of Fred 
Astaire and Ginger Rogers or Beavis 
and Butt-head, depending on the 
smut factor. For while many of the 
film’s blushingly funny bits are of 
the Playboy joke -page variety, its 
smartest stuff pivots on contempo- 
rary attitudes toward humor. 

One of the things that gives the 
Farrellys a modern tang is how they 
play with the concept of political 
correctness. To most of the world. 
Bob and Walt’s physical quirk looks

like a debilitating hindrance. But 
the twins don’t see themselves as 
particularly different from anyone 
in their Rhode Island town. 

When the film opens, Walt 
is preparing for his star turn in 
a local production of “Tru,” Jay 
Presson Allen’s one-man play 
about Truman Capote. Bob suf- 
fers from acute stage fright, but 
he goes along with Walt onstage 
and then to Los Angeles. 

Neither brother can imagine 
doing something without the other; 
the flesh that binds them is the very 
substance of their being — their 
identity. 

Sweeter and softer than 
their earlier comedies, 
“Stuck on You” has the 
vibe of a transitional 
work. There’s a kind 
of shambling easiness 
to the scenes, which 
makes the whole thing 
feel less frantic than usual. 

The Farrellys come across as 
nice guys, but part of the genius 
of their comedy is how they’ve made 
niceness seem like a dirty little secret.
